6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Brookline  Public  Library,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto.'  • 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  observina:

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  taken  at  last 
March  meeting,  whereby  they  voted  to  have  some  of  the  old  town 
records  recopied  ;  and  vote  to  have  them  preserved  by  some  process 
and  raise  or  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  or  pass  any  vote  relating 
to  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enlarge  the  bridge  in  the 
highway  between  Jereraian  Needham's  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Sargent's,  or 
act  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
have  a  highway  map  drawn,  according  to  chapter  133,  laws  of  N. 
H.  passed  January  session  1903,  raise  or  appropriate  money  for  the 
same  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of  the 
School  Board  to  sixty  dollars,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


Last  spring  we  thought  best  to  transport  the  North  Primary 
scholars  to  the  Village  school  as  had  been  done  the  year  before, 
but  finding  there  were  twelve  or  more  scholars  for  the  fall  term  we 
thought  best  to  open  that  school.  We  iind  for  the  winter  term 
there  are  seventeen  scholars  enrolled  in  that  district.  We  are  aware 
that  there  has  been  some  fault  found  with  the  teachers  but  we  have 
done  what  we  thought  was  best.  The  schools  have  each  been  in  session 
twenty-nine  weeks.  The  teachers  have  been  paid  six  and  one-half  and 
seven  dollars  per  week  for  the  Primary  Schools,  nine  and  one-half 
and  ten  dollars  per  week  for  the  Grammar.  All  studies  required  by 
law  have  been  taught.  At  the  October  enumeration  we  found 
eighty-six  scholars.  Whole  number  of  scholars  attending  schools, 
eighty-nine.     Number  attending  out  of  town,  eight.
